"The absence of the law of prirja- 


ogeniture causes a frequent change 
of ownership in the private residen- 
ces -which contribute so much to the 
adornment of our cities. While the 
dead of the family lives, the home 
may be retained—though very often 
a reverse of fortune compels him to 
seek humbler quarters—but when 
!ie dies the heirs are obliged to get 
rid of the too expensive luxury. 
How many of the houses built in 
St. Louis twenty years ago are now 
owned by the men who erected 
;hera, or their descendants ? How 
many of later date, now occupied 
jy their builders, will be iu posses- 
sion of their tenants, or tlkeir de- 
scendante, twenty years hence?— 
Other influences beside the lack of 
srimogeniture contribute to this, 
!n some respects, unfortunate result. 
There are more nps and downs in 
ife in the new world than in the 
old. 1 ortunes are made much more 
quickly, and disappear much more 
rapfflly. Wealth is seldom trans- 
mitted beyond the second genera- 
ion, and in many instances does 
not last through the firut. The be y 
jorn with a silver spoon in 
hitt 


mouth frequently has to taste pew- 
ter before his pilgrimage is over, 
and he may have the pleasure of 
juing splashed with mud from llie 
cairiage wheelb of tlie nun who wtife 
once Ins father'^ poitui. This is a 
Tee country, very fne indeid, <it|d 
among the cousequenots ol thai 
ireedom is the exceeding nnceitain 
y of financial matteiS. Yet in uo 
country is less provision made for 
the evil day so far as our children 
are concerned. 


The wealthy parent brings up his 


children as though there wab not 
;he remotest possibility that they 
could ever be poor. If a rich father 
should insist upon his boy learning 
a trade, he would be set down as a 
mild-mannered lunatic. If a rich 
mother should instil into her daugh- 
ter rigid ideas of economy and in- 
dustry, she would be looked upon 
as very mean or very foolish—prob- 
ably both. Yet, every day, we are 
teught the necessity of this prelimi- 
nary discipline; every day we see 
men and women falling from afflu- 
ence to poverty, who, if properfy 
trained, might not have fallen at 
all, or, if they did fall, could have 
risen again. It is a shame and dis- 
grace that, in a land where labor is 
supposed 
to be honorable, and 


where the law recogni/es no distinc- 
tion of caste, so small a proportion 
of the sons of the wealthiest classes 
leain trades. No young man" has a 
right to cor 3ider himself thoroughly 
independent unless he has some av- 
ocation by which,health permitting, 
he can always make a living. And 
the best and surest avocations are 
those for which there is always a 
demand. 


Lawyers, doctors, preachers, pro- 


fe^sors, clerks—all these and their 
kindred are frequently a drug in 
the rnaiket; but how seldom is it 
that a good carpenter, blacksmith, 
machinist, wagon maker, shoema- 
ker, tinsmith, book bunder or prin- 
ter has to travel far in search of re- 
munerative 
employment! 
We 


shall never be thoroughly republi- 
can until there are tewer genteel 
dronub in the national hive." 


A clergyman, after preaching a 


tedious sermon on happiness, dur- 
ing which lie enumerated 1 he vari- 
ous classes of happy persons, asked 
one of his elders what he thoughi 
of his discourse. " You omitted 
one large class of the happy," re- 
plied the Elder, "and that is they 
who escaped your sermon."
